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NEWSROOM NOTES (from 
AP)— The Ju stice Department 
is read y ing the nation’s first 
prod u ction limits on pep pills, 
amid ind ications the d ru g in­ 
d u stry may be permitted to 
make as many , if not more, 
than it d id this y ear. 
The d epartment’s Bu reau of 
Narcotics and Dangerou s Dru gs 
¿say s its final d ecision will be 
influ enced greatly by a recom­ 
mend ation lost in gov ernment 
channels two months ago, and 
now being hastily resu scitated 
by the Department of Health, 
Ed u cation and Welfare. 
Meanwhile, a stu d y u nd er 
way by the Food and Dru g Ad ­ 
ministration on the safety and 
effectiv eness of amphetamines 
and 
methamphetamines 
for 
short-term weight control cou ld 
wipe ou t most of the legitimate 
market for these frequ ently 
abu sed d ru gs. 
The bu reau is shooting for a 
Frid ay d ecision on 1972 prod u c­ 
tion qu otas au thorized by the 
1970 Dru g Control Act, and for 
pu blication in the Fed eral Reg­ 
ister at the end of this month. 
Althou gh refu sing to release 
specific figu res, a bu reau attor­ 
ney said pharmaceu tical manu ­ 
factu rers hav e requ ested a sig­ 
nificant increase ov er 1971 pro­ 
d u ction, estimated at 3.5 billion 
pep pills in 10-milligram u nits. 
Two pu blic-interest grou ps al­ 
read y hav e fired off letters of 
concern to bu reau Director 
John Ingersoll, requ esting that 
qu otas be tightened . 
The Task Force on Dru g 
Abu se, a priv ate, nonprofit or­ 
ganization, said it u nd erstand s 
the bu reau will not d ecrease 
prod u ction qu otas and that 
manu factu rers are asking for 
an increase. 
“To follow either cou rse the 
BNDD wou ld officially sanction 
the wid espread ov erprod u ction, 
d iv ersion and prescription 
abu se of these d ru gs,” the task 
force letter said . 
The American Pu blic Health 
Association said it hopes the 
“estimated past d iv ersion, d u e 
to thefts from manu factu rers, 
d istribu tors or pharmacies, u n­ 
au thorized sales by pharmacies 
and pilferages will not be taken 
into accou nt in setting the 
qu otas.” 
“Unless su ch losses are su b­ 
tracted from the original au ­ 
thorized qu otas,” the APHA 
said , “the amou nt manu fac­ 
tu red will resu lt in ex cess in- 
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v entories of large amou nts of 
amphetamines that d o not hav e 
any legitimate market.” 
The bu reau attorney , who 
asked not to be named , ac­ 
knowled ged that manu factu rers 
hav e 
cited 
replenished 
in­ 
v entories as one prime reason 
for requ esting higher qu otas. 
“That d oes not ju stify the 
ty pe of increase they ’re asking 
for, howev er,” he said . “Am­ 
phetamines can be manu fac­ 
tu red rather qu ickly and the 
materials are read ily av ail­ 
able.” 
“I think the figu res we will 
come u p with will be realistic, 
meeting the legitimate med ical 
need s of the cou ntry while re­ 
mov ing the d iv ersion factor,” 
he said . “If we’re wrong, show 
u s. We’ll be glad to change ou r 
mind s.” 
Ken Du rrin, d irector of com­ 
pliance for the bu reau , said 
slightly u nd er 20 per cent of the 
legitimate pep-pill prod u ction 
can be traced to illegal m ar­ 
kets, althou gh other estimates 
ru n as high as 5 0 per cent. 
Du rrin said final qu otas for 
1972 will be d irected to a large 
ex tent by a recommend ation 
ex pected from the U.S. su rgeon 
general. 
The National 
Institu te of 
Mental Health prepared a letter 
for the su rgeon general’s signa­ 
tu re months ago, recommend ­ 
ing some qu ota red u ction, bu t 
the letter nev er reached the 
Ju stice Department. 
“It tu rned u p on my d esk 
recently with the note, ‘Where 
has this been the last two 
months?”’ said Dr. Lorrin M. 
Koran, a special assistant to 
the NIMH d irector. 
Officials from the NIMH and 
the FDA were try ing to reach 
agreement on a recommend a­ 
tion before qu otas are set Fri­ 
d ay . 
The FDA alread y has limited 
legitimate med ical 
u ses 
of 
stimu lants to the treatment of 
narcolepsy , or u ncontrollable 
sleepiness; 
hy perkinesis, 
or 
ov eractiv ity in child ren, and 
short-term weight control for 4- 
6 weeks. It ex pects to report 
sometime early nex t y ear on 
the efficacy of amphetamines 
for any ty pe of weight red u c­ 
tion. 
“If the FDA say s these things 
d on’t work for obesity ,” said a 
spokesman for a major d ru g 
company , “it wou ld effectiv ely 
take them off the market.”

Three murder suspects hijack 
jetliner and order it to Cuba

TAMPA, Fla. (AP) - Three 
y ou ng blacks fleeing charges in 
New Mex ico in the slay ing of a 
New Mex ico state trooper hi­ 
jacked a jet airliner to Cu ba to­ 
d ay after allowing its 40 pas­ 
sengers to get off d u ring a fu el 
stop at Tampa. 
Armed with two gu ns and a 
knife, the sloppily d ressed trio 
took ov er the jet as passengers 
were getting aboard d u ring a 
sched u led stop in Albu qu erqu e, 
N.M. 
“They were read y to close 
the d oor when three gu y s came 
ru nning, one hold ing a gu n on 
the last passenger,” said Kent 
Swigard , reporter with the 
Spokesman Rev iew in Spokane, 
Wash., who was en rou te to 
New York with his wife, Marie. 
“They seemed v ery organized 
and incred ibly calm throu gh­ 
ou t,” 


The Tampa FBI office id enti­ 
fied the hijackers as Michael 
Finney , 20, Ralph Good win, 24, 
and Charlie Hill, 21, charged 
with the slay ing of New Mex ico 
state patrolman Robert Rose- 
nbloom last Nov . 8. 
The plane, Flight 106 origina­ 
ting in Phoenix , Ariz., with 
sched u led 
stops 
in 
Albu ­ 
qu erqu e, Chicago and Washing­ 
ton, land ed at Tampa Inter­ 
national Airport and parked on 
a ru nway abou t a qu arter of a 
mile from a terminal. The hi­ 
jackers had told the pilot they 
wou ld allow only a fu el tru ck 
and a bu s for the passengers to 
approach the plane. 
Mov ie actor Du stin Hoffman 
was listed on the flight mani­ 
fest as one of the passengers 
bu t he was not spotted among 
them as they got off. 
The airport, which has a 
mod ern u nd ergrou nd fu eling 
sy stem, had no fu el tru ck bu t 


obtained one from MacDill Air 
Force Base fiv e miles away , 
along with a blu e and white Air 
Force bu s. 
C. A. Hill, a passenger frorr 
Phoenix , said one of the men 
held a cocked Army .45 -caliber 
pistol on a steward ess as the 
passengers, inclu d ing two el­ 
d erly people in wheel chairs, 
filed off the plane. 
Load ing of 2,328 gallons of 
fu el aboard the plane took 20 
minu tes and it lifted off for Ha­ 
v ana at 7:5 1 a.m. with three 
crewmen and three steward ­ 
esses still aboard with the sky ­ 
jackers. The FBI said the pas­ 
senger cou nt was 40, althou gh 
TWA had listed 43. 
The plane tou ched d own in 
Hav ana at 8 :49 a.m. 
Rosenbloom 
was 
gu nned 
d own by the sid e of Interstate 
40 west of Albu qu erqu e after he 
rad ioed that he was stopping a 
car for a rou tine check. 


Finney , Good win and Hill 
hav e been the object of an in­ 
tensiv e search since then. Road 
blocks remained in place in the 
Albu qu erqu e area for a week 
after the shooting. 
A su spect car was fou nd the 
nex t morning and it was from 
materials and fingerprints in 
that car that the warrants 
against the three men were is­ 
su ed . 
Shortly after take off from 
Albu qu erqu e, Hill said a stew­ 
ard ess walked d own the aisle 
and told the passengers, “Ev ­ 
ery one remain seated . We’re 
being hijacked .” 
Later, he said , she told them, 
“Don’t worry , I’v e been there a 
cou ple times my self,” appar­ 
ently meaning hijack trips to 
Hav ana. 
Bu t Hill said one of the gu n­ 
men appeared “nerv ou s and 
frightened ” and he was wor­ 
ried , any way . 


Swigard said the hijackers 
held a steward ess at gu npoint 
u ntil the plane d oor was closed 
and it tax ied d own a ru nway . 
Then he said they fanned ou t 
ov er the plane, one stand ing 
near the cockpit, one in the 
d oor between the first class and 
tou rist sections, and the third 
at the rear. 
The mid d leman ran messages 
back and forth between the oth­ 
er two d u ring the three-hou r 
flight to Tampa, Swigard said . 
All were d ressed in Lev is and 
one wore a d u ngaree jacket. 
“This was no joke,” said 
Army Pfc. Hu gh Martin from 
Ft. Dev ens, Mass. “There were 
armed men aboard . The pas­ 
sengers remained in their seats 
and were qu iet.” 
Witnesses in 
Albu qu erqu e 
said the three men arriv ed at 
the airport in a tow tru ck— 
which they apparently had also 
hijacked .

'Either experienced or crazy' 
Search for chutist continues 


WOODLAND, Wash. (AP) - 
The missing air pirate who 
bailed ou t of a jetliner carry ing 
a parachu te and 24V2 pou nd s of 
$20 bills was “either an ex ­ 
perienced ju mper or crazy ,” 
the FBI agent coord inating the 
search for him say s. 
Officials say they believ e the 
hijacker parachu ted from the 
plane ov er this sparsely popu ­ 
lated area of sou thwestern 
Washington bu t ad d that they 
hav e fou nd no trace of him in 
two d ay s of searching. They 
plan to resu me the effort tod ay . 
FBI coord inator Tom Man­ 
ning said Frid ay that searchers 
were working on the premise 
that the man was an ex ­ 
perienced ju mper. 
“If he is in the area and has 
land ed in rou gh terrain, it’s an 
ed u cated gu ess we will get 
some trace of him,” Manning 
said . “We hav e to presu me at 
this point he is still aliv e.” 
Au thorities d isclosed Frid ay 
that the $200,000 Northwest 
Airline paid the sky jacker in 
response to a bomb threat was 
su pplied in $20 bills—a pack­ 
et of 10,000 bills that weighed 
24*2 pou nd s and measu red 8 by 
6 by 27 inches. 
Details inv olv ing the speed of 
the three-engine Boeing 727 jet­ 


liner, its cou rse and the pre­ 
v ailing wind s as it flew ov er 
the area Wed nesd ay night were

FBI agents told searchers to 
look for two white parachu te 
canopies and portions of a pink 
one fou nd open and torn aboard 
the plane when it land ed in 
Reno, Nev . They also said 
there might be traces of some 
crew food rations, which were 
missing from the plane. 
A 100-man posse, aid ed by 10 
patrol cars and six helicopters, 
fanned ou t Frid ay in a fiv e- 
mile line throu gh the mou ntain 
foothills, bu t Manning said the 
eight-hou r effort u nd er low 
clou d s and misty rain d id not 
y ield any u sefu l information. 
Crew members d isclosed Fri­ 
d ay some ad d itional d etails of 
the incid ent, which began after 
the plane took off from Port­ 
land , Ore., for Seattle, Wash., 
the last stop on a flight that 
had originated in Washington, 
D.C. 
The man—d escribed as calm, 
mid d le aged and well d ressed — 
board ed at Portland and gav e a 
steward ess a note shortly after 
takeoff.

DACCA, East Pakistan (AP) 
— Fighting between Pakistan’s 
troops and Ind ian sold iers still 
rages in three areas of East 
Pakistan, a Pakistani senior of­ 
ficer said tod ay . 
He listed the fronts as the 
Jessore sector in the west, the 
Comilla area in the sou theast, 
and the Chittagong region in 
the east. 
Another army sou rce said the 
three attacks were repu lsed bu t 
that Ind ian troops were making 
head way near Hilli in the 
north.

He said he was confid ent the 
Ind ians wou ld not make any 
more head way in any part of 
East Pakistan. 
Pakistani sold iers were con­ 
tinu ing to ex ert pressu re on In­ 


d ian positions, accord ing to re­ 
ports of fighting still pou ring 
into Dacca. 
Pakistan claimed its forces 
hav e d estroy ed fou r tanks and 
inflicted casu alties raising to 1,- 
000 the total lost within a week 
by Ind ian inv ad ers in East 
Pakistan. 
The Pakistanis also claimed 
shelling along the frontiers 
killed civ ilians, inclu d ing 20 
near Feni on the eastern bord er 
of the prov ince where Ind ian 
territory ju ts to within 25 miles 
of the Bay of Bengal.

Bak alis, state su perintend ent 
of pu blic instru ction, annou nced 
earlier this week a plan to in­ 
tegrate facu lty and staff in the 
state’s 1,100 school d istricts. 
The plan was end orsed Frid ay 
by the Illinois Ed u cation Asso­ 
ciation (IEA) which claims 6 6 ,- 
000 members. 
Blanche Erst, IEA presid ent, 
said a “fu ll m and ate” to back 
the program ov erwhelmingly 
was approv ed by the grou p’s 
board of d irectors. 
She and A1 Raby , the associ­ 
ation’s hu man relations d irec­ 
tor, u rged IEA locals “to u se 
their bargaining powers to in­ 
su re that the Bak alis plan is in­ 
clu d ed in contracts between the 


teachers’ association and local 
school board s.” 
The IEA represents teachers 
in su bu rban Chicago and d own- 
state Illinois. Its riv al organ­ 
ization, the Illinois Fed eration 
of Teachers, represents Chi­ 
cago pu blic school teachers 
throu gh the Chicago Teachers 
Union. 
State Rep. A. Webber Bor- 
chers, R-Decatu r, said he will 
introd u ce legislation 
in 
the 
Hou se aimed at stopping the 
d esegregation ord er. 
Borchers said in Decatu r he 
d oes not think the Bak alis or­ 
d er is legal and that the mov e 
is bey ond the powers of the 
state su perintend ent of pu blic 
instru ction. 
Also among those opposing 
the program is 
Vernon C. 
Ly ons, pastor of the Ashbu rn 
Baptist Chu rch on Chicago’s 
Sou thwest Sid e. He termed the 
Bak alis plan* “d isastrou s and 
an assau lt on parental au thor - 
itv .”

In my boy hood, I can still 
remember my mother’s voice, 
sing ing a song about a dy ing 
waif who was hearing his first 
story about Jesus. 
“Tell it ag ain, tell it ag ain,” 
went the refrain, “for nobody 
ever has told me before.” 
F ar too many 
dy namic 
business ty coons 
have also 
failed to verbalize their affec­ 
tion, not only for their wives, 
but also for their y oung sons 
and daug hters. 
Sometimes a man feels awk­ 
ward about try ing to put into 
words his love for his sons, 
especially if the latter are 
reaching Boy Scout ag e. 
But an encourag ing pat on the 
back may speak volumes to a 
timid lad. 
Fathers routinely q uench 
their show of affection so when 
they send their son to colleg e or 
to the army , Mother may cry 
and tearfully hug such a boy .

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen­ 
ate hearing s probing a disputed 
bribe charg e in the El Paso 
Natural Gas Co. case solved 
few q uestions Tuesday and 
raised new ones, 
including 
whether efforts had been made 
in the Senate Commerce Com­ 
mittee to paper over the bribe 
arg ument. 
The dispute rips throug h the 
middle of the Democratic party 
in Utah and has tied up Com­ 
merce Committee action on leg ­ 
islation that would make leg al 
an El Paso merg er which four 
times has been ruled a viola­ 
tion of antitrust laws by the Su­ 
preme Court. 
Fourteen y ears ag o El Paso 
acq uired 
Pacific 
Northwest 
Pipe Line Corp. Resultant court 
decisions ruled that this lessen­ 
ed competition in California. El 
Paso will have to divest these 
holding s unless the merg er bill 
is approved. 
The leg islation already had 
been enoug h of a hot potato for 


the Commerce Committee be­ 
fore Tuesday ’s 
hearing , 
at 
which one witness said he was 
told letters aimed at smoothing 
over the bribe dispute had 
come from the office of Sen. 
Warren G. Mag nuson, D-Wash., 
chairman of the committee and 
also sponsor of the bill. 
Sen. Daniel K. Inouy e, D- 
Hawaii, acting 
com m ittee 
chairman for this hearing , said 
further testimony or deposition 
would be soug ht to clear up 
that matter. 
The essence of the bribe dis­ 
pute concerns whether Daniel 
Berman, a Salt Lake City attor­ 
ney retained by El Paso, im­ 
plied to John H. Klas, a banker 
and Utah Democratic chair­ 
man, that a $100,000 interest- 
free deposit could be made in 
Klas’ bank if he dropped his op­ 
position to the El Paso leg isla­ 
tion. 
Klas and Lawrence A. Hig ­ 
g ins, another official of The 
Continental Bank and Trust Co. 
of Salt Lake, testified that, at a 
meeting Oct. 4, Berman first 
told Klas he was on the wrong 
side of the El Paso case, then 


said he could hetfc arrang e a 
$100,000 deposit from the g as 
pipeline company . 
“I am a reasonably prescient 
individual,” Klas testified. “I 
naturally had the impression 
that, if such a deposit were 
made, there would be a q uid 
pro q uo.” The q uid pro q uo? 
“That I would dampen my op­ 
position to the m atter,” he 
said. 
When Berman mentioned the 
deposit, Klas said, he replied: 
“No way , Dan, no way .” 
Berman testified that this ac­ 
count was an “absolute lie,” 
and said: “I do not recall even 
mentioning El Paso at the 
meeting .” 
The charg e was made Oct. 22 
during Commerce Committee 
hearing s into the merits of the 
bill by Beverly C. Moore, an 
associate of Ralph Nader. At 
the time, an El Paso official 
denounced the accusation as 
“an absolute unmitig ated lie.” 
El Paso Chairman Howard 
Boy d ag ain denied the alleg a­ 
tion Tuesday . 
In addition to the dispute 
over whether such an offer was 


made, the hearing dwelt at 
leng th on recent neg otiations 
aimed at resolving the Klas- 
Berman clash. 
These involved several other 
prominent Utah Democrats, in­ 
cluding Way ne Owens, a con­ 
g ressional candidate and chief 
assistant to Sen. Frank Moss, a 
Commerce Committee mem­ 
ber; Donald Holbrook, twice 
campaig n manag er for Utah 
Gov. 
Calvin Rampton, and 
James P. Cowley , a former 
Moss administrative assistant 
and manag er of his last three 
Senate races. 


Boy d testified Berman had

'Coach' Nixon gets 
chance to call play 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Rich­ 
ard Nixon, who confesses he 
couldn’t m ake the ‘C’ squad as 
a 110-pound schoolboy, has used 
the power of the presidency to 
achieve a football fans’ dream : 
calling signals for a profes­ 
sional team . 
Nixon put aside the problems 
of state briefly on a chilly win­ 
ter afternoon Tuesday to ap­ 
pear, unannounced and unin­ 
vited, at the Washington Red­ 
skins’ practice field in the Vir­ 


ginia countryside 30 miles from 
the White House. 
He posed for pictures with 
the players, gave them a rah- 
rah pep talk—“Spirit makes a 
great difference in whether you 
win or lose” —and predicted the 
Redskins, now 6-3-1 and trailing 
Dallas in the National Football 
Conference Eastern Division by 
a half-game, will get into the 
playoffs. 
Then, on orders of Coach 
George Allen, quarterback Billy 


Kilmer called the offensive unit 
into a huddle. 
“Any special play?” Kilmer 
shouted to Nixon. 
“ A completion,” Nixon re­ 
sponded. 
Then the President strolled 
toward the huddle and, with an­ 
imation, offered Kilmer more 
specific guidance. It was a 
screen pass to running back 
Charley Harraway, who drifted 
to the right and, behind a wall 
of blockers, romped 10 yards 


through a crowd of newsmen to 
the end zone. 
“ We’ll use that screen pass,’’ 
Allen told an applauding Nixon. 
Then it was the defensive 
unit’s turn. Unaided by presi­ 
dential signal-calling, the unit 
lined up and charged past Nix­ 
on with whoops and shouts. 
With Allen listening, Nixon 
analyzed the rest of the ‘Skins’ 
schedule—this Sunday at Phila­ 
delphia, then games with the 
New York Giants, the Los An­ 


geles Rams and the Cleveland 
Browns. 
“ I’m going to go out on the 
limb and predict—I ’m pretty 
good in the field of sports—that 
this team is going to get into 
the playoffs,” Nixon said. “Out 
of these next four, you’re going 
to win three, if not all four.” 
He 
seemed 
most 
worried 
about the Los Angeles gam e: 
“That’ll be a tough one.” 
“ They’re all tough,” replied 
Allen.

As an in disp en sab le p art o f th e 
h ated Estab lish men t, lab o r was a 
p rin cip al targ et o f th e refo rmers as 
th ey so u g h t to o p en u p th e n o min at­ 
in g p ro cess to g ro u p s th at h av e b een 
traditio n ally u n der-rep resen ted. 
Un der th e n ew ru les, state ch air­ 
men an d lo cal b o sses can n o lo n g er 
q u ietly set aside a certain q u o ta o f a 
state’s deleg atio n fo r u n io n o fficials. 
“It wo n ’t b e en o u g h fo r th e state 
AFL-CIO to h av e co n trib u ted to th e 
g o v ern o r’s camp aig n an y mo re,” a 
refo rm leader o b serv ed g leefu lly . 
Un io n o fficials h av e to g o o u t an d 
g et elected in th e p recin ct cau cu ses 
an d state co n v en tio n s—an d, in 22 
states, th e p rim aries—ju st lik e 
ev ery b o dy else wh o wan ts to b e a 
deleg ate. 
Iro n ically , h o wev er, it b eg in s to 
seem p o ssib le th at th e refo rms may 
actu ally resu lt in mo re rath er th an 
less u n io n men an d wo men b eco m­ 
in g co n v en tio n deleg ates. 
At th e 1968 Demo cratic Co n v en ­ 
tio n , o n ly 2 09 o f th e 2 ,62 2 deleg ates 
were memb ers o f v ario u s u n io n s. 
TTiat is n o wh ere p ro p o rtio n ate, o f 
co u rse, to th e immen se in flu en ce la­ 
b o r h as co n sisten tly wielded o v er 
p arty Presiden tial p o litics. 
Th e deleg ate n u mb ers do n o t re­ 
flect th o se h u n dreds o f o th ers wh o 
are n o t du es-p ay in g memb ers b u t 
wh o faith fu lly rep resen t th e u n io n 
p o sitio n o n critical issu es. No r do 
th ey reflect th e p o litical clo u t g en er­ 
ated b y th e h u g e su ms o f camp aig n 
mo n ey disp en sed b y u n io n s to th eir 
frien ds o r b y th e k ey p o sitio n s o ften 
co n tro lled eith er o p en ly o r clan des­ 
tin ely b y u n io n o fficials. 
(Fo r ex amp le, o rg an ized lab o r 
co n trib u ted $4,15 3,746.5 2 to Demo ­ 
cratic can didates fo r Co n g ress an d 
g o v ern o r in 19 70.) 
In th e p ast, wh at h ap p en ed in th e 
b ack ro o m b etween b o sses was u s­ 
u ally mo re imp o rtan t th an wh at in ­ 
div idu al deleg ates th o u g h t an y way . 
Bu t th at is n o t lik ely to b e tru e an y 
mo re. 


Th e 1972 Co n v en tio n is set u p in 
su ch a way as to mak e it p ractically 
imp o ssib le fo r a mere h an dfu l o f 
p o wer b ro k ers to co n tro l th e actio n s 
o f h u g e deleg ate b lo cs. Hen ce, it b e­ 
co me cru cial fo r lab o r to p articip ate 
mo re ex ten siv ely at th e deleg ate 
lev el. 
COPE, th e p o litical arm o f th e 
AFL-CIO, h as set a g o al o f n early 800 
u n io n -affiliated deleg ates at th e 
Demo cratic Co n v en tio n . To th is en d, 
Ro b ert Keefe, wh o was th e ch ief p o ­ 
litical adv iser to Sen . Birch Bay h 
u n til Bay h p u lled o u t o f th e Presi­ 
den tial race, h as b een h ired to teach 
lo cal u n io n s h o w to g o ab o u t ru n n in g 
can didates fo r co n v en tio n deleg ate. 
Officially , th e AFL-CIO tak es th e 
p o sitio n an y Demo crat is b etter th an 
Rich ard Nix o n in th e Wh ite Ho u se. 
Priv ately , k ey u n io n o fficials are di­ 
v ided o v er can didate p referen ces; 
AFL-CIO Presiden t Geo rg e Mean y ’s 
affectio n fo r Sen . Hen ry Jack so n is 
well k n o wn , b u t Mean y can n o t co m­ 
man d th e rest o f th e lab o r mo v e­ 
men t o n th at su b ject. Th u s, COPE is 
adv isin g memb ers to co mmit th eir 
su p p o rt to an y Demo crat th ey wish 
(fo r th e mo men t at least ). 
Th e n ame o f th e g ame is to elect 
deleg ates in su fficien t n u mb er wh o 
can p articip ate in v o tin g o n lab o r is­ 
su es in th e p latfo rm an d elsewh ere, 
n o matter wh o m th ey ’re req u ired to 
v o te fo r o n th e first b allo t. An d th ere 
is alway s th e p o ssib ility th at it may 
b e th e seco n d o r th ird b allo t th at 
really co u n ts. 
If lab o r ap p ro ach es th e p ro b lem 
meth o dically , an d en co u rag es ac­ 
tiv e p articip atio n in th e p ro p er p ro ­ 
p o rtio n o f wo men , b lack s an d y o u n g 
p eo p le, th ere is n o lo g ical reaso n 
wh y u n io n memb ers sh o u ld n o t 
mak e u p a larg e sh are o f th e co n v en ­ 
tio n deleg atio n s. 
In a sen se, th e n ew o p en n ess o f 
th e co n v en tio n wo rk s in lab o r’s fa­ 
v o r. It sh o u ld b e easier fo r a u n io n 
man to g et o u t su p p o rters an d co ­ 
wo rk ers to v o te fo r h im in a lo cal 
cau cu s th an fo r o th er deleg ate can ­ 
didates to g et o u t th eir side. 
In deed, th o se wh o p redicted th at 
refo rms wo u ld cu rtail u n io n p o wer 
seem to h av e b een v astly p rema­ 
tu re.

Growth and development of Nursing Homes 
started out as boarding homes, or small homes for the 
aged. Often times an older person, whose family had 
grown and left home, took in other older people to live 
with her. As these people grew older and developed 
chronic illnesses, they stayed on and the home became 
either a rest home or a more highly skilled nursing 
home. 
It wasn’t until the 1 94 0’s that these homes, 
growing in numbers, attracted much public attention 
and states began to license them. Today there are over 
1100 licensed facilities with a total bed capacity of 
70,000 in the State of Illinois alone.
